John F. ilillor, of tlio Alaska 
CuiiJinerciiil Coiupaiiy, siil at the head 
of tbo table, and S(?nnt()i- S!i;iron oc- 
cupied a seat at bin ri;.;lit, wliilo D. (). 
Mills, President of the JJank of Cali- 
fornia, Bat at the foot of the table. 
Among the other fjentlemen present 
were observed Hubert Morrow, (Jon. 
George S. Dodge, E.J. Baldwin, Judge 
Levi Parsons, Judges Heydenfeldt, 
John Sbaw, Thomas JJoU, A Gansl, 
Thomas Sunderland, r^Iajor A. A. Sel- 
over.ex-TJnitod States Senator Stewart, 
Wm. M. Lent, ex-Mayor Alvord, and 
Messrs. Bli.ss, Wood and Head. Each 
Routleniau seated around tbo board, 
found, near his napkin, a bill of fare 
engraved upon a heavy plate of solid 
silver, dug from the Oomstock lodo 
a"nd highly polished. These were 
gotten up in artistic style at a cost of 
over forty dollars each, measured about 
U^x4^ inches, of a quarter of a dollar's 
thickness. An elegant border was 
engraved on each side of the plate, 
enclosing the reading matter. On the 
front of the plate, the following words 
were inscribed in ornamental text and 
script: 

"Dinner to Hon. William Sharon, 
by his Old Friends, of the Comstock 
Lode, Palace Hotel, San Francisco, 
Feb. 8th, 187(5. " Ou the reverse 
side was engraved the menu. The 
company did not disperse until a late 
hour, each one taking home with hiiu 
his silver bill of fare as a souvenir of 
the^ dazzling event.

The Czar is an acute observer of the 
times, and be knows as well a Gorts- 
chakoir or Bismarck when it is his cue 
to a])cak.

Tbo Zanzibar correspondent of the 
"Western Morning News" describes a. 

very serious affair that has recently 

taken place. It has already been 
stuleil that an Egyiitiiui sqduiiron, und- 
er coinmaud of (';ii)tain Mcixilloi), 
late oftlio iMiglish N.'ivy. liad 
arrived in the Juda, and that territory 
(jlaiiiied by llie Sultan had been occu. 
pied by the Iv^'y ])tinus. Ponding in- 
structions from Kngliind , Dr. Kirk, 
our Consul at Z.inzibar proceedeii !o 
tliemain laiul in her .Majfbty's cm velte 
'Thetis,' CaiJtain 'i'. Le li. Ward, in 
order to see for himself how matters 
really stood. The 'Thetis' proceeded 
to liravft, and there found the Egy[)- 
tian llag living in place of tliiit of the 
Sultan of Zaii/.i liar. I'lii.-i to\s ii wtaiuls 
iu disputed territory, for although the 
river juda is generally supposed to 
mark the northern limit of tiio Sultan's 
territory, yet his iiighiiuES has not 
hesitated to hoist hiM Jlag at various 
places north of the J uda, iirava among 
them. Dv. Kirk and Capt. ^\'ard land- 
ed, but found the entrance to the 
town barred by a body of Egy[)tiaii 
troops. 'I'hey however, [lUshed tlirough 
the soldiers, and entc rial the place. 
Meanwhile a second body of troops 
was sent to tlui beach with instruc- 
tions to fire upon any piirsons attempt- 
ing to land, and several ollicors who 
had put otf from the 'Thetia' in a sec- 
ond boat were thus deterred from 
h'.iidiiig. Dr. Kirk demanded an 
aiulit'iicu with the oincer-<'ommanding 
the Egyptian soldiers, and requested 
an esplanatioa of bis conduct in al- 
lowing liiH troops to offer the inBult they 
bad. and in attempting to prevtMit a repre- 
sentative of Her Britannic JIajesty 
and one of her naval odicers from en- 
tering a to^rn within Zanzibar torri 
tory. The i'.gyptiaii replied that he 
hud acted in ignorance of the position 
of his intei iogalor, but that Brava be- 
longed to the Kliedive, and that he 
reserved to lumseli the right of res- 
tricting the landing of persons there. 
High words followed, and as no amic- 
able solution of the difficulty could be 
arrived at, Dr. Kirk left with nn in- 
timation that the matter would not 
and there. Ou arriving on board Dr. 
Kirk stmt a dispatch to the command- 
aut formally recpiesting an aiiology for 
the insult offered to the British' tiag, 
and concession of the right of English 
oflicers to land without interference 
adding that unless bia demand was 
complied with the Thetis v. ou'd bom- 
bard tlio phicu, and shell the Egyjitians 
out of it. The comnmndaut sent a 
strongly-worded reply, positively re- 
fusing to comply with the terms of 
Dr. iCirk's recpiest. As there appr^ar- 
ed but little clmnce of tiie E;;ypliaiis 
yielding, the Thetis cleared for action 
the next morning, taking up a good 
position for shelling tbe town. Prep- 
arations wiu'e also made for landing a 
f(U'co of blue' jai-kets and marines. .\n 
hour before tiie time allowed by our 
Consul had exjiired the commandant 
showed tlie first signs of fear, and 
sent on board a message attempting 
to excuse his conduct. A storu reply 
was returiiiid , aiid just before theguns 
of thp Thetis Hhuul.l have been tbun- 
Ucring ujioii the town there came a 
full and ahjccL ajioiogy, which the 
<'oiniuanditiiL repeated later in the day 
before tbo principal Indian subjects of 
IJer Majesty residing at Biava.

Wo bavo before iih a report of tlio 
Chief UoniiniBsionor of tlii.s Ucjj.arfc- 
-mont of tliO lale gOTernmeat.iu which 
there is set forth accouuts of extensive 
operations and of nionoy spent. Al- 
though the defeat of the hite ministry 
did not turn upon tho manner in which 
the money has been spent, but cu tho 
propriety of having obtained it, yot 
there can be little doubt tho applica- 
tion of tliis nionoy in tho oxociitioii of 
these public works did lar^'oly inilii- 
ence the vote that led to their down- 
fall. Wo may bo sure tho lnr;,''e suuih 
devoted to tho mainland in construc- 
tion of roads and bridges will yet be 
the subject of close investigation. 
Time, and that not far dist.int, will 
show the true value of such expendi- 
tures. With tho strony prejutlicos at 
present ])roviulin^' any representa- 
tions, whether favorable or unfavor- 
able, are scarcely to be relied upon. 
One thing.howevor.is very certain, that 
•whether isuch money was well spent, 
or whether it has been so much lav- 
ish expenditure to gain political sup- 
port, had not the late ministry been 
stopped in their career they would 
have spent tho whole of tlio capitaliza- 
t'on fund. It is well then that thiir 
r!cent defeat gives breathing time or 
reflection ujiou the proprii^y of thus 
exhausting this fund, as well as giving 
opportunity for testing the bem-flts 
likely to arise from the work already 
done. Seeing the domineering Rpirit 
exhibited by jjremier i\Jackenzii',\vhen 
only some $180,000 of this capitaliza- 
tion fund was drawn u])on, wo can 
easily imagine how completely tliis 
Province would have been at his 
mercy as to railway construction, had 
tho whole amount been obtained. 
Upon the new ministry will doTolvo the 
onerous task of rescuing the Province 
from present entanglements. The 
obstacles that Mackenzie threw in the 
way of the Walkem ministry seemed 
indicative of indefinite postponement 
of the railway. It has been often 
said by intimate friends of Mackenzie 
that the removal of the late ministry 
would remove these difficulties and 
that he would exhibit himself in alto- 
gether a more favorable character with 
another ministry. If this bo tho true 
verson of tho matter, without intend- 
ing to cast any reflection upon the 
Walkem ministry, we say, tliat Hceing 
how largely the prosperity of the Pro- 
vince depends upon tho railway being 
proceeded with, it is well the late 
change has taken places, and tho ex 
perimont be made of what luck we 
shall get with a new team. As the 
Legislature does not meet for some 
two months, it is cjuito likely that bo- 
fore tliat time our railway ([uestiou 
will bo hanclleil by the Parliament at 
Ottawa, and tho result Ijo known as to 
tho terms of another departure. 
When such decision arrives with the 
endorsement by the opposition of the 
railway policy of the Walkem minis- 
try, wG may liopo to be placed in tho 
desirable p(j.sition <jf finding our re- 
presentatives pres(:iitiiig auiiitod front 
to the Dominion and by such action 
secure the most favorable considera- 
tion of our demands.

Whisky 
selling to Indians is prolu luted in Wa.sh- 
ingtou Territory,- iu relation to Indians 
there, but not to ludiaiis north of the 
•iUth paruUol; tho re.'jull is that tho In 
diaus from this Province go round to 
Scaiiahraoo and bring away canoe loads 
of the vile compound, whiub they distri- 
bute amongsE ttiu Indians hero, who have 
hitherto lieen sujipi sod to have obtained 
tht'ir sufiplii s in New Westniin.ster. 

Somc! short time ago an iiiqii^.st wa.s 
held on the body of an ludian v.'omau nt 
Burrard Inlet, who evidently dioil from 
strangulation. Tho marks ou the nfck 
and face convinced tbo jury that tho wo 
man must have committed suicide, nni' 
they returned a verdiot accordingly. Ou 
Mondaj' last an Indiiin wan in town who 
stated jionitivuly that ttio wouiau was 
strangled hy an Indian at Burrard Inlet, 
and that he can produce witnosses to the 
horrible dei'd. If this bo so, wo trust 
tho luagistratoa at tho Inlet will take nolo 
of the alTair and make Buob enquiries u.s 
the gravity of tbo statemaut deservis.
